1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the description: "19" in figure 2.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. G 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.G 102(b) as being anticipated by Hayes (USPN 
5,473,858). 

In reference to claim 1, Hayes discloses an apparatus for forming a sack using a netting 
material, the apparatus comprising: a filling collar (14) having a tubular configuration and an 
inside surface for directing articles into the netting material (54); a forming sleeve (16) having a 
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tubular configuration and being disposed coaxially about the filling collar (54; figures 2 & 3); 
and the netting material (54) being disposed between the filling collar (14) and the forming 
sleeve (16); the filling collar (14) and the forming sleeve (16) being movable relative to each 
other to form a sack with the netting material (54). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2-4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The art of record considered as a whole, alone or in combination, neither anticipates nor renders 
obvious a device for forming a sack comprising a tubular filling collar coaxial with a tubular 
forming sleeve, a netting material between the filling collar and forming sleeve, a cylindrical 
handle body slidable within the filling collar, and an o-ring gripping the netting material about 
the filling collar.
